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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In all of these claims, it is unclear if the parts of the endoscope, e.g. endoscope, 
channel, forceps cap, are being positively recited as elements of the claimed system. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 02-20-2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant asserts that no elements of the endoscope are positively recited 
elements of the claimed stent delivery system. Applicant goes on to state that the 
holding mechanism is not an inventive or constituent element of the invention. However, 
each of these claims includes the limitation that the second cylindrical member includes 
a holding mechanism. This directly contradicts applicant's stance. Additionally, each of 
the claims listed above contain positive references to the endoscope or its forceps 
channel. If applicant's intent is not to claim the endoscope or any of its components, 
then each of the positively recited elements of the system must be claimed using 
"adapted to" or "configured to" language when referencing the endoscope or its 
components. Applicant's remarks now cast doubt on the scope of claim 1 as well since 
the applicant states that the holding mechanism is not an inventive or constituent 
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element of the invention. Claim 1 clearly positively recites this feature as being part of 
the claimed second cylindrical member. Applicant is required to clarify the intent and 
scope of the claims, and to make any necessary changes to the wording of the claims 
consistent with the intent. If the holding mechanism is not part of the claimed device 
then other art will surely be applicable against the claims.
